The Cow a Milk and Butter Machine 
The first thing with a milk cow is to see that she has Rood care and 


plenty of feed. The cow is a milk and butter machine; but she can- 
not manufacture milk aud butter unless you provide her with tbe 
raw material which is plenty of good feed and water. Sbe should 
have abuQdaucs of these as a certain amount of it must be used to 
supply the needs of her system, and it is only the overplus or the 
amount not needed and used to keep up her system that is manu- 
factured or converted in to milk and butter.

MEMORIES OF GETTYSBURG. 


How Lee and Baiksdalc Looked to a 


Giriin Her Teens. 


...... A short article in the "Public 


Lrrtper" ol February S. reminding us 
ot the near approach of live 50 anni- 
versary ol the commencement ol our 
Chil War. recalled to me most vividly 
the scenes of those stirrins, days and 
neiinor do 1 propone to be called so 
very ancient. 1 was in my early teens, 
when on my way from school in the 
sprinu of '61. my attention was called 
to »" bulletin board in the 
public 


square of our town, with the one word 
War in large letters on it. * 
Jt was but a short time until our town 
was surrounded by the encampment 
of 23000 men, and from that early 
date until the close of the war our 
town was the checker board of both 
armies. My father, a noted surgeon, 
T.'P.S made medical director of all the 
hospitals in our community. 
Owing 


to this fact 1 was allowed to go through 
the hospitals with my mother assist- 
ing in the making up of extra cots for 
a sudden influx "of wounded or sick 
FOklJeis from over the Maryland line. 


Our home was on the main street. 


and during the invasion of General 
Ko>>t. E. JLee it took ten days of con- 
lintiotss marching for his army io pass 
our house. Well do J remember the 
sinking of. our hearts as regiment af 
ter regiment passed our home, led by 
its fine regimental baud. During all 
this time we were in ignorance of the 
movements of our own men. I gazed 
with admiration on General Robert E. 
Lee as he rode by to his headquarters, 
followed by his 30 aides. During Lse's 
occupation 
a guard was stationed 


night and day at each house, so that 
the soldiers could not enter a private 
house, and the discipline was so per- 
fect that ve slept as peacefully as if 
surrounded by our own men. 1 have 
seen them waiting by the oven-door," 


old colored cook took out 
ot biscuit, which they ate 


red hot. accompanied by slices ot dried 
beef from the round she had been slic- 
ing for our own tea. 


I sometimes leaned from a second 


story windcw and asicecl information 
Iroui the guard as to the names of the 
generals as they approached at the 
head of the different brigades.

St. Ignatius Church. 


St. Ignatius Church in Buchanan 


Valley, is nearing its century mark. It 
•was originated in 1816 and built the 
following year, John Lowstetter col- 
lecting the money, with which it was 
put up. The structure is in a good 
state of preservation considering the 
length of time it has been built. 


The brick of which it was built, 


were burned in a field along the road 
leading to the Chambersburg pike on 
the farm on which John F. Cole now 
resides. 


The stones which were purchased 


in the year 184S, were obtained by 
burning charcoal on the land belong- 
ing to the church, and selling the pro- 
duct. The work was all done gratis, 
by the congregation, with the excep- 
tion of one man's work. Previous to 
that year the faithful worshipped in 
a cold church. 
The Jesuits of Conewago served 
this congregation, riding on horseback 
from there once a month. 


The bell and organ were purchased 


in 1852 and were blessed by the Rt. 
Rev. Bishop John N. Newman of Phil- 
adelphia, in 1853. The bell cost $80 
and the organ $450. 


A tower has been added to the 


church in recent years, and a new rec- 
tory has taken the place of the old 
one.Previous to the time when the 
church was built, mass was celebrat- 
ed in the house of Andrew Noel, Sr., 
the Rev. Lewis A. DeBarth being the 
first priest known to have said mass 
in the Valley at the Noel home. 


Found Old Weapon. 


I. D. Knouss, or near Biglerville, 


while making some improvements to 
his house found an old weapon sup- 
posed to have been used at the time of 
the War of 1812. It was in the shape 
of a staff which contained at the larg- 
er end a spear which could easily be 
thrown out and converted into a for- 
midable instrument. 
The staff bore 


the date of 1812 and is said to be simi- 
lar to one found near Bloomfield some 
years ago. Mr. Knouss found the relic 
between the partitions of the house.

Robert Louis Stevenson has been 


dead sixteen years and his ever-in 
creasng fame has given him a world- 
wide circle of readers. They will be 
interested in the "New Letters" which 
Sir Sidney Colvin. his close friend and 
editor of the previous volumes of let- 
ters, has selected for publication in 
the April number of "Scribner's Maga- 
zine. * The frontispiece of the number 
will be a reproduction of Sargent^ 
portrait of Stevenson made in 1885, 
but heretofore only privately printed 
in this country. Hear him in one of 
his drollest moods. 


My dear Baxter, a word in your ear 


—"Don't you wish you were a fool?" 
How easy the world would go or. with 
you—literally on castors. The only 
reason a wise man can assign for get- 
ting drunk is that he wishes to enjoy 
for a while the blessed immunities and 
sunshiny weather of the land of fool- 
<loin. Bat a fool, who dwells ever 
there, has no excuse at all. That IB a 
happy land, if you like—and not so 
far away either. Take a fool's advice 
•^nd let us strive without ceasing to get 
into it. Hark in your ear again: 
"They allow people to reason in that 
land.'' 1 wish I could take you by the 
hand and lead you away into its pleas- 
and boundaries. There is no custom- 
house on the frontier, and you may 
take in what books you will. There 
are no manners and customs; but men 
and women grow up like trees in a 
still, well-walled garden, "at their own 
sweet will." There is no prescribed 
or customary folly—no motely cap, or 
bauble; out of cue well of each one's 
own innate absurdity he is allowed 
and encourage freely to draw and to 
communicate; and it is a slrange

The Dustless Street. 


• Dustless Suburban Streets" is a 


most interesting article in April "Su- 
burban Life," by S. L. Sweet. Always 
disagreeable the advent of the auto- 
mobile ha? made street dust an in- 
tolerable nuisance. 
As a result su- 


burban communities everywhere have 
been drivel; to experiment with vari- 
ous plans for making their streets 
dustless. One of the best results ob-| 
tained is thus described. 


When road is absolutely dry and 


hot, after sweeping the road as clean 
as possible with a rotary street broom 
leaving the sweepings along the edge 
of gutters, the oil is applied over the 
entire surface and thoroughly spread 
with brooms, after which the sweep- 
ings from the gutters with sufficient 
limestone screening to form a light 
dressing are thrown over the oiled 
surface and rolled down with a road 
roller. It has been found that the 
streets require a diminishing amount 
of oil each year and this treatment by 
the fourth year has built up a cushion 
on the road, asphaltic in character, 
entirely dustless, neutral in color and 
ideal for a driveway surface. The an- 
nual cost where tried in Kansas City 
with two applications in a year was 
1.5 cents per square yard as against 
2.4 cents per square yard for sprinkl- 
ing. 


At this price a square in Gettysburg 


would cost $15. 


Salaries of Rural Carriers. 


"After July 1, 1911, rural carriers 


will receive $1,000 per year for routes 
of 24 miles or more and a proportion- 
ate increase for routes of less length 
Furthermore, there will be no danger 
of consolidation of rural delivery and 
star route service during the next fis- 
cal year." 


No Dunning by Postal. 


Postmaster General Hitchcock has 


issued an order notifying all postmast- 
ers to return to the senders any postal 
cards which mention debts and ask 
for remittances on debt. The postal 
authorities will refuse to transmit 
such cards to their destinations, ac- 
cording to Act of Congress prohibit- 
ing such dunning by postals. 


Uses of Electricity. 


In the April "Good Housekeeping," 


Helen Louise Johnson in an article 
on "Why Not Use Electricity," tells 
of a young woman from an Iowa farm 
remarking after an Eastern trip, "I 
live on a farm some miles from a 
town, many miles from a city. We 
belong to a widely separated ordinary 
farming community, not rich farmers, 


, some hardly well-to-to, but in nearly 
every instance we have our barns, out- 
buildings and houses lighted by elec- 
tricity, and our machinery is run by 
this power. We wash, iron, clean, 
sew, 
and in some cases cook by it. 


That is one of the reasons why 
farmers' 
boys and girls in 
that 


region go to college. In other places 
they must be kept home to help to do 
the work. Our work is done just as 
well, if not better, but there is not so 
much work to do. We have found it 
economy in dollars and cents as well 
as time to use machines in the house 
as well as on the farm. You Eastern 
ers seem to me to be verv much be 
hind the times."

in the April "American Magazine," 
Mr. Frederick W. Taylor shows graph- 
ically how Scientific Management dis- 
places the old, crude 
rule-of-thumb 


methods, even in such simple occupa- 
tions as shoveling. He writes:

example, the average man1 


would question whether there is much 
of any science in the work of shovel- 
ing. Yet there is but little doubt, it 
any intelligent reader of this paper 
were to set out deliberately to find 
what may be called the foundation of 
the science of shoveling, that \vhh 
perhaps fifteen or twenty hours of 
thought and analysis he would be al- 
most sure to have arrived at the es- 
sence of this science. On the other 
hand, so completely are the rule-of- 
thumb ideas still dominant that the 
writer has never met a single shovel 
contractor to whom it had ever pven 
occurred that th?re was such a tiling 
as a science of shoveling.

It is, of 
course, evident that no shoveler Van 
always take a load of exactly twenty- 
one pounds on his shovel, bnt never- 
theless, although his load may vary 
three or four pounds one way or the 
other, either below or above the twen- 
ty-one pounds, the shoveler will do 
his biggest day's work when his aver- 
age for the day is about twentyoiu- 
pounds."

"dummy" or inconsequent directors 
and fall publicity to the board of a 
bank, of all loans to parties within 
the institution, will serve every pur- 
pose of total prohibition. 


In a certain state national and stat" 


banks have been doing business side 
by side for thirty-seven years under 
existing conditions. The" state law 
has placed all the stress on whether 
the officers of the banks were loaning 
the funds entrusted to them to firms 
and r-onc?rns in which they were in- 
terested. 
The penitentiary has been 


held before all officers, directors or 
empJovpps of the bank, who bonow 
money or make overdrafts without 
first obtaining the written consent of 
each director to the negotiable instru- 
ment which results in such an exten 
sion of credit to the man on the in 
side of the bank. The national inspec- 
tion has betn directed toward keeping 
unduly acommodating bankers from 
loaning more than ten per cent, of 
their capital and surplus to any one 
concern. 
Result, no bank chartered 


by the state in question has lost the 
depositors a cent in the thirty-seven 
years, while very many national banks 
have gone the way of the wicked in 
that same1 state in the same time! 


Why the Housekeeper Should Vote. 


"As a housekeeper, I have waged 


incessant 
war 
with the dust-cloth 


against the black soot which is spoil- 
ing our towns as pleasant and sanitary 
locations for homes; I have trudged 
through mud ankle <ieep on Main St.] 
because a village board did not re 
quire, or at least demand, ordinar> 
hoard or cement walks; I have used 
inadequately filtered water, uninspect- 
ed milk and shopped in markets where 
inspection of-sanitary conditions was 
never dreamed of; and I have visited 
schools and seen children housed in a 
building where sanitary 
conditions 


were all but unbearable. Yet these are 
only a few of the ways in which poll 
tics affect the home,'1 says a writer in 
"Woman's 
Home 
Campauiou" 
for 
April. 


'I believe that there will, with 


equal suffrage, come increased facili- 
ties for better school work, better 
legislation and enforcement of laws 
concerning children and child labor. 
This is not because men wish to be 
neglectful or thoughtless in these re- 
spects, but because women stand just 
a little closer to children and condi- 
tions affecting them than do men. And 
with the mothers the children will and 
should come first. Sanitary conditions 
of municipalities and laws affecting 
laboring women will also come in for 
a share of attention. Women who are 
near the top of the industrial scale do 
not particularly feel the need of the 
ballot a& a means of protection, but 
should strive to attain and use it foi 
the sake of the sisters at the bottom 
of the ladder."'

he should be judged first as a horse 
and then as a draft animal. For in- 
stance, the draft horse is wide in the 
chest and his legs wider aoart than m 
a good carriage horse. But. in addi- 
tion to this breadth, he should have 
the depth of chest that is a good potf.t 
in all horses. 
He should also have 


the strong loins, short back and slant- 
ing shoulders that go with all good 
horses, and his limbs should be well 
formed, clean and flat.—David Buffum.

Yesterday. April the 4th. the torst 


and'special session of the 02nd Con- 
gress began. 
It is a congress over- 


whelmingly Democratic- convened by 
President Taft to do the work for the

MEMORIES OF GETTYSBURG, 
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dirt in Her Teens. 


gi,.:_A short article in the "Public 


Lcdper" ol February 8. reminding us 
of the near approach of the 50 anni- 
versary of the commencement of our 
Chil War. recalled to me most vividly 
the scenes of those stirring days and 
neiuier do 1 propose to be called so 
very ancient. 1 was in my early teens, 
when on my way from school in the 
spring of '61. my attention was called 
to a bulletin board in the public 
square of our town, with the one word 
War in large letters on it. 
* * 


It was but a short time until our town 
was surrounded by the encampment 
of 23 000 men. and from that early 
date until the close of the war our 
town was the checker board of both 
armies. 
My father, a noted surgeon. 


v.-ns marie medical director of all the 
hospitals in our community. 
Owing 


to this fact I \vas> allowed to go through 
the hospitals with my mother assist- 
ing in the making up ot extra cots for 
a sudden influx of wounded or sick 
so'idiers from over the Maryland line. 


Our home was on the main street, 


and during the invasion of General 
llofct. E. U?c it took ten days of con- 
tinuous marching for his army to pass 
our house. Well do 1 remember the 
Dirking ot" our hearts as regiment af- 
ter regiment passed our home, led bj 
its fine regimental band. During all 
this time wr were in ignorance of the 
movements of our own men. 
1 gazed 


with admiration on General Robert E. 
Lee as he rode by to his headquarters, 
followed by his 30 aides. During Lee's 
occupation 
a 
guard 
was 
stationed 


iijp>!t and da> at each house, so that 
the soldiers could not enter a private 
house, and the discipline was so per- 
fect that ve slept as peacefully as if 
surrounded by our own men. 
1 have 


seen them waiting by the oven-door, 
while ot'r old colored cook took out 
her pans ot biscuit, which they ate 
red hot. -accompanied by slices of dried 
beet from the round she had been slic- 
ing for our own tea. 


I sometimes leaned from a second 


stoiy window and ashed information 
from the guard as to the names of the 
generals as they approached 
at the 


head ot" the different brigades. One 
clay, noticing; an unusually fine look- 
iuic man. I inquired who he was, and 
learned that he was General Barks- 
dale of Mississippi. A few days after 
the Confederates met their Waterloo 
at Gettysburg. Then came the retreat 
to within a few miles of our town, 
then across the border into Maryland. 


As soon as it was deemed safe, my 


mother, with some friends who be- 
longed to the Sanitary Commission, 
started for the battle-iciU. It was m> 
mother's account of the battlefield of 
Antietam, where, by the courtesy of 
General McClellan, a personal friend, 
she was given a passport signed by 
himself, which we still preserve among 
our family papers, that made me de- 
termine to ree Gettysburg, with all its 
horrors, and as long as I live they will 
be with me still. 


The first hospital we visited was 


the Seminai y building. As we passed 
through it my mother and I paused 
by the bedside of a bright-eyed Union 
soldier, who was talking excitedly to 
his father, who sat toy his bedside. 
His shirt was open, and with each 
breath the blood oozed from a wound 
in his lung. We listened to him, and 
strange to say he said that on the 
night of the third day's battle he was 
lying wounded in a puddle of water. 
He spoke to some one near him, and 
found that it was General Barksdale. 
The latter died a day or two after be 
in? taken from the field. 


I gave my mother a look, which she 


understood. 
Truth 
is

stranger than fiction. 
I had freo.uent- 


ly talked with her on the possibility 
of Barksdale's death in battle.

The Care of Young Peach Orchard. 


The secretary of a prominent ceme- 


tery association wrote to State Zoo- 
logist Surface, at Harrisburg, saying: 
"We have 1,000 peach trees which we 


- set out last April. They did not make 
much growth last year, tjo you con- 
sider it necessary to spray these trees 
this spring and do you recommend 
Bordeaux Mixture or Lime Sulphur 
spray? Will more than one spraying 
be necessary? 


The reply of Professor Surface was 


-is follows: 


"It'is not at all necessary to spray 


•yonng trees during the summer or 
while in leaf. It would benefit peach 
and plum trees to spray them with 
boiled lime sulphur solution, either 
homejnade or commercial, while they 
are yet dormant, or before the leaves 
expand. 
Only one spraying will be 


necessary. This can be done at any 
time between now and the time when 
you see the green leaves appearing. 
Even if they do not have San Jose 
Scale 1 would recommend spraying 
peach and plum trees about this time 
of year every year, but apple, pear and 
quince trees need not be sprayed un 
less infested. 


"Jt" these trees have not made good 


growth, it would be best to cut them 
back to some extent to invigorate 
them, and see that a nitrogen fertiliz 
er. such as barnyard manure, or ni 
trate of soda, is applied to each. One 
or two pounds of nitrate of soda scat 
teretl alout each tree as far as the 
branches extend, about the time th 
buds burst, will make a wonderful dif 
ference in the growth of the trees 
Also the trees should be cultivated 
If you do not wisn to cultivate the en 
tire orchard, or spaces between thc 
tref rows, the rows themselves shoult 
bfc !;ept cultivated until 
after mid 


summer, even if you use only a one 
hoisc cultivator, and cultivate just a 
you would rows of corn."
